seem  inapplicable ;  because,  in  our  Grammar  Schools,  the 
medal  system  for  the  few  has  been  abandoned,  and  diplomas 
for  the  many  or  all  substituted.  The  Committee  believe 
that  our  masters  are  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
inculcating  the  highest  motives  in  the  pupils  under  their 
charge,  and  that  they  are  not  remiss  in  this  respect.  Believ- 
ing the  communication  to  have  been  written  somewhat  under 
a  misapprehension  of  our  regulations,  and  that  legislation 
has  already  been  had  in  the  direction  to  which  it  refers,  the 
Committee  deem  that  no  action  is  needed. 
The  report  was  accepted. 
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Mr.  Learnard  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  Report  of

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  increase  the  number  of  ^o^fggg°°^^ 
the  Committee  on  School-houses  from  seven  to  sixteen, —  school  sec- 
each  of  the  wards  to  be  represented,  —  the  committee  say 
that  it  is  a  well-established  principle  in  the  construction  of 
committees  to  investigate  special  subjects  that  the  smaller 
the  committee,  the  more  speedy,  comprehensive  and  satisfac- 
tory will  be  the  results  of  its  investigations.  One  result  of 
the  step  proposed  would  be  that  such  deference  would  be 
paid  to  local  requests,  that  the  opinions  of  the  committee 
would  degenerate  into  simply  the  views  of  one  man  repre- 
senting the  particular  ward,  and  locally  interested  in  the 
matter. 

The  Committee  suggest,  also,  the  possibility,  under  a  large 
committee,  of  a  combination  of  local  interests,  resulting  in  a 
recommendation  to  the  Board  and  to  the  City  Council  of 
measures  desirable  in  themselves,  but  proposed  only  in  con- 
sideration of  the  approval  of  other  propositions  which, 
alone,  would  utterly  fail  of  success.  The  Committee  are 
clear  in  the  opinion  that  seven  disinterested  gentlemen  will 
be  able  carefully  and  judiciously  to  decide  all  questions 
referred  to  them. 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  du- 
ties of  the  Committee  on  School-houses,  so  as  to  make  them 
also  a  Committee  on  Grammar  School  Sections,  the  committee 
report  favorably.  It  is  desirable  that  changes  in  school 
sections  should  be  made  only  upon  a  careful  investigation  by 
a  disinterested  committee.  These  changes  affect  important 
interests.  They  have  sometimes  been  made,  followed  at  the 
next  meeting  by  a  repeal  or  alteration.  Progress  in  school 
labors  is  impossible  under  such  circumstances.  It  is  better 
to  refer  the  propositions  to  a  standing  committee  who 
shall  be  free  from  local  influences  j  and  a  reference  to  the 
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Committee  on  School-houses  seems  to  be  the  most  appropri- 
ate one.  That  committee  has  full  knowledge  of  our  school 
buildings,  their  location,  and  their  statistics  as  to  seats 
and  accommodations.  In  determining  changes  in  the  bounda- 
ries of  school  sections,  or  establishing  new  sections,  they  can 
furnish  a  greater  amount  of  information  than  any  district 
committee  can.  The  committee  accordingly  recommend 
for  adoption  an  order  which  they  submit.  The  committee 
tliink  that  provision  should  be  made  at  once  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  School- 
houses  to  the  different  sections  of  the  city  which  their  duties 
require  them  to  visit,  and  recommend  that  the  Committee 
on  Accounts  include  in  their  annual  estimate  of  appropria- 
tions a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  expense.

that  it  is  a  well-established  principle  in  the  construction  of 

committees  to  investigate  special  subjects  that  the  smaller 
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the  committee,  the  more  speedy,  comprehensive  and  satisfac- 
tory will  be  the  results  of  its  investigations.  One  result  of 
the  step  proposed  would  be  that  such  deference  would  be 
paid  to  local  requests,  that  the  opinions  of  the  committee 
would  degenerate  into  simply  the  views  of  one  man  repre- 
senting the  particular  ward,  and  locally  interested  in  the 
matter. 

The  Committee  suggest,  also,  the  possibility,  under  a  large 
committee,  of  a  combination  of  local  interests,  resulting  in 
a  recommendation  to  the  Board  and  to  the  City  Council  of 
measures  desirable  in  themselves,  but  proposed  only  in 
consideration  of  the  approval  of  other  propositions  which, 
alone,  would  utterly  fail  of  success.  The  Committee  are 
clear  in  the  opinion  that  seven  disinterested  gentlemen  will 
be  able  carefully  and  judiciously  to  decide  all  questions 
referred  to  them. 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  du- 
ties of  the  Committee  on  School-houses,  so  as  to  make  them 
also  a  committee  on  Grammar  School  sections,  the  committee 
report  favorably.  It  is  desirable  that  changes  in  school 
sections  should  be  made  only  upon  a  careful  investigation  by 
a  disinterested  committee.  These  changes  affect  important 
interests.  They  have  sometimes  been  made,  followed  at  the 
next  meeting  by  a  repeal  or  alteration.  Progress  in  school 
labors  is  impossible  under  such  circumstances.  It  is  better 
to  refer  the  propositions  to  a  standing  committee,  who- 
shall  be  free  from  local  influences;  and  a  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  School-houses  seems  to  be  the  most  appropri- 
ate one.  That  committee  has  full  knowledge  of  our  school 
buildings,  their  location,  and  their  statistics  as  to  seats 
and  accommodations.  In  determining  changes  in  the  bounda- 
ries of  school  sections,  or  establishing  new  sections,  they  can 
furnish  a  greater  amount  of  information  than  any  district 
committee  can.  The  Committee  accordingly  recommend 
for  adoption  an  order  which  they  submit.     The  Committee 
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think  that  provision  should  be  made  at  once  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  School- 
houses  to  the  different  sections  of  the  ciiy  which  their  duties 
require  them  to  visit,  and  recommend  that  the  Committee 
on  Accounts  include  in  their  annual  estimate  of  appropria- 
tions a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  expense.

title  of  the  land  occupied  by  the  school-house  was  derived 
from  Israel  Stoughton,  who  settled  in  Dorchester  in  1632; 
built  the  first  mill  on  the  western  continent;  was  com- 
mander of  the  Colonial  forces  in  the  Pequot  War ;  after^ 
wards  was  a  Lieut.  Col.  in  the  Parliamentary  Army  in  Eng- 
land, where  he  died  in  1644.  In  his  will,  which  was  made 
in  London  and  recorded  in  this  County,  he  gave  to  Harvard 
College  300  acres  of  land,  to  remain  to  the  college  use  for- 
>ever,  '  which  may,  in  time,  bo  worth  something  towards  the 
advance  of  learning.'  The  town  of  Hyde  Park  is  the  loca- 
tion of  the  bequest. 

"  His  son  William,  who  occupies  a  prominent  position  in 
New  England  history,  erected  at  his  private  expense  one  of 
the  College  buildings  in  Cambridge;  and,  at  his  death, 
among  other  bequests  in  favor  of  learning,  gave  to  the  town 
of  Dorchester  X150,  the  income  of  which  was  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster.  This  fund, 
with  its  accumulation,  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  onr 
City  Treasurer  tor  educational  purposes ;  its  cash  value  is 
about  $4,500." 
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The  Committee  therefore  "recommend  that  the  school  in 
the  locality  named,  be  called  the  Stoughton  School.  The

That,  in  all  public  examinations  of  our  schools,  the 
esamination  begin  with  an  inspection  of  the  manner  in  which 
these  physical  exercises  are  performed,  and  that  the  degree 
of  proficiency  in  each  room  be  marked  and  graded,  as  is 
done  in  the  other  departments  of  study. 

3.  That  tlie  offices  of  instructor  and  assistant  in  this 
department  be  discontinued,  and  that,  in  their  stead,  a 
superintendent  of  vocal  and  physical  culture  be  appointed, 
who  shall  devote  three  months  of  each  year  to  the  training 
of  the  masters  and  teachers  of  all  our  schools  for  the  per- 
sonal fulfilment  in  their  various  divisions  of  the  work  here- 
tofore assio:ned  to  the  instructor  and  his  assistant. 
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4.  That  the  services  of  the  instructor  in  military  drill  be 
continued  as  heretofore.  The  committee  also  offered  the 
following  order :  —

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Text  Books  to  examine 
annually  the  course  of  study,  and  make  recommendations 
for  improvements  therein.  It  therefore  seems  to  be  the 
duty  of  that  committee  to  consider  all  aid  or  assistance  to 
be  derived  from  the  use  of  books  of  reference,  maps,  charts, 
&c.  The  committee  .accordingly  propose  so  to  amend  the 
Rules  as  to  effect  this  end. 

As  this  amendment  would  conflict  with  the  section 
relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  the 
committee  propose  an  order  to  obviate  that  difficulty.  The 
following  are  the  orders  :  — 

Ordered,  That  section  6,  chapter  IV.,  be  amended  by 
adding  the  following :  Every  proposition  for  the  intro- 
duction of  books  of  reference,  globes,  maps  or  charts,  must 
emanate  from  or  be  referred  to  this  committee.

The  committee  have  already  considered  the  sub- 
ject of  the  salaries,  and  reported  thereon  at  the  meeting  of 
June  14th. 

The  committee  report :  ^'  Upon  careful  and  mature  delib-

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eration  your  committee  have  unanimously  readied  a  con- 
clusion that  the  present  is  the  right  time  to  introduce  a 
modification  in  the  system  of  instruction  in  music.  In  fact, 
as  stated  by  the  Music  Committee;  it  is  rendered  necessary 
by  the  change  which  has  taken  place  since  the  present  plan 
was  put  in  operation.  Schools  have  largely  multiplied,  and 
territory  has  been  repeatedly  annexed.  The  system  has 
outgrown  itself.  It  is  unwieldy,  and,  more  than  that,  it  is 
to-day  without  a  responsible  head,  of  which  it  stands  in 
great  need.  These  considerations  remove  any  doubt  which 
might  exist  as  to  the  proposition  of  the  Committee  on 
Music  for  a  reorganization." 

The  following  orders  accompany  the  report :  — 
Ordered,  That,  from  the  commencement  of  the  next 
school-year,  instruction  in  the  department  of  Music  be  given 
in  accordance  with  the  following  programme :  Mr.  Eich- 
berg,  with  the  title  of  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Public 
Schools,  to  instruct  all  the  pupils  of  the  High  schools  per- 
sonally, and,  in  addition,  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  of 
the  musical  instruction  in  all  the  schools,  devoting  the  whole 
of  the  school-time  to  the  service  of  the  city.  Mr.  Sharland. 
personally  to  teach  the  first  class  in  each  Grammar  school, 
except  those  in  Dorchester,  devoting  himself  to  the  service 
of  the  city  during  all  the  school  hours.  Mr.  Alexander  to 
carry  forward,  with  the  aid  of  the  regular  teachers,  the 
musical  instruction  in  the  second  class  of  the  Giammar 
schools,  excepting  those  in  Dorchester,  giving  four-fifths  of 
the  school-time  to  the  service  of  the  city;  provided,  also, 
that  he  shall  take  from  Mr.  Holt,  if  circumstances  will 
admit,  the  third  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  excepting 
the  schools  before  mentioned,  Mr.  Holt  to  carry  forward, 
as  at  present,  the  musical  instruction  in  the  lower  grammar 
classes ;  and  Mr.  Mason  to  continue  also  as  at  present,  in 
the  Primary  Schools ;  each  of  these  gentlemen  to  give  to 
the  service  of  the  city  all  the  school  hours,  and  each  to  be 
exempted  ffom  teaching  in  the  Dorchester  District.     Mr. 
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Wilde  to  continue  in  charge  of  the  musical  instruction  in 
the  Dorchester  schools,  with  the  exception  of  the  High 
school,  giving  four-fifths  of  the  school-time  to  the  service  of 
the  city. 

Ordered,  That  one  half  hour  each  week  be  devoted  to 
musical  instruction  by  the  music  teacher  in  the  first  class 
of  the  Grammar  Schools ;  and  that  ten  minutes  each  day 
be  devoted  to  musical  instruction  in  the  second  class  in  the 
same  schools,  under  the  direction  of  the  music  teacher  for 
the  class.

The  schools  shall  be  opened  at  se-xen  o'clock, 
and  closed  at  nine  o'clock,  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday  of  each  week.  The  rooms  shall  be  opened  and 
the  teachers  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  beginning  of 
school  hours. 

Sect.  4.  Wherever  there  is  more  than  one  teacher  in 
any  school,  the  standing  committee  may  appoint  one  of  the 
teachers  principat  of  the  school,  who  shall  have  a  general 
supervision  over  it. 

Sect.  5.  Tlie  principal  of  each  school  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  school  buildings  on  such  evenings  as  the  com- 
mittee may  designate,  before  the  beginning  of  the  term,  for 
the  examination,  registry,  and  classification  of  persons  ap- 
plying for  admission. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  will  be  admitted  under  the  age  of 
fifteen  years,  and  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  except 
by  express  permission  of  the  standing  committee. 

Sect.  7.  A  teacher  may  be  appointed  for  every  thirty 
pupils. 

Sect.  8.  The  salaries  paid  shall  be  as  follows,  for  the

Sect.  9.  The  principal  teacher  of  each  school  shall 
report  at  the  close  of  each  month  to-4he  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  the  whole  number  of  pupils,  with  the  aver- 
age attendance  for  the  month,  together  with  such  other  in- 
formation as  may  be  required ;  and  the  Superintendent  shall 
in  his  semi-annual  reports  communicate  to  the  Board  an 
abstract  of  such  returns.  The  principal  teacher  shall  have 
charge  of  the  drawing  materials  and  instruments  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  shall,  once  a  month,  or  oftener,  if  required, 
report  to  the  standing  committee  the  condition  of  all  such 
apparatus. 

Sect.  10.     A  teacher  may  discharge  a  pupil  for  disobe-
